This troubled world may yet 
be forced to understand that. it 
will have to make itself safe for 
democracy before it can carry on 
with the ordinary business of 
living. Democracy has sone out 
of style - since the Great War. 
That magnificent war-time slo- 
gan has beeome something — to 
Jaugh at—partly because the 
war no longer looks like the holy 
crusade we once thought it. and 
cpartly, because democracy itself 
has shown more defects thin we 
used to Uhink it had. - But when 
all the shams and hypocrisies of 
the war are admitted and all the 
faults of democratic government 
are reviewed, it ig still true that 
democracy does provide a safety 
valve which eases tensions and 
prevents the kind of explosions 
that. have been tormenting 
Europe lately. Historians are 
still. arguing about what caused 
the World War, and the argu- 
ment will not be settled for a 
long time to come: One thing, 
however, is very Clear; a large 
part of the trouble was the 
ceaseless struggle of oppressed 
minorities to win their freedom, 
This struggle centred in the old 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. and 
it touched off the war. The 
finest thing said during the great 
struggle was that freedom and 
aelf-determination must be the 
heritage of all peoples if a re- 

ition of the holocaust was to

readjustments. failed to reach 
this goal.

JEN 1 enlisted for service 
overscus the face of, my 
country war coveréd with a mask 
of pincards. They were of the 
highest moral tone, thore posters. 
They callod upon the young men 
of the nation to enlist In a’ holy 
cause, to. go forth and fight a 
righteous war, ji ‘ 
That these posters were neccs- 
sary was an ndmission that over- 
throws all the ‘cynical arguments 
of the so-called reallata. When 
great effort Is demanded of the 
people, It always becomes ‘neces: 
anry for those who lead at the time 
ta evoke the deepest and 
emotions. Perhaps most of the 
lenders of the nations 
sincerely In the rightcousnesa of 
thelr eauses. Certainly all of them 
were vociferous, And all of them 
recognised that the call they must 
make should go deep and -far, 

So it was that war, moat hideous 
of earth’s nightmares, was clothed 
with the vestments of n high and 
holy purpose. Or rather, this wits 
the attempt. And Jn so doing, 
misguided humanity really tricd to 
justify the worst elements in 
human nature, Brute force became 
glorified. The winning of stretches 
of blood-drenched earth at the coat 
of appalling human suffering and 
loss were marked on the calendars 
and hailed in the press as days of 
national rejoicing. And in so do- 
ing, humanity was piling up fiiture 
grief tor itaclf, 

| remember; despite the high 
moral tone of the ‘pusters, that 
there wan a course of training 
which a man must take to fit him 
for the business of being a soldier. 
L remember, for instance, the train- 
Ing ground at Le Havre, where we 
received our final drilling before 
departing for the trenches, 1 re~ 
member now, like the scenes from 
a nightmare, the nature of that 
training.

The citizens of the world sub- 
acribed to this travesty, this shock- 
ing distortion of all that is sound 
and right, Yet there was not one 
of thosxe_citizena_ who would not 
have risen up in a veritable Mane 
or indignation if the schools 
swerved in the least from teaching 
sound principles and moral pre: 
cepts. They, would not allow any 
teacher to pour into the thoughta 
of young men and women anything 
that would menace the society they 
had built up. But, under the glare 
of the posters and the hideously 
false doctrine they set forth, they 
allowed a system of education that 
necessarily led directly toward a 
harvest of lawlessness and crime. 

For, after all, crime and war are 
inseparable. They are made of the 
same stuff, of false philosophy and 
disordered thinking. And hu- 


belleved: 


Recause of this, there haa always 
followed in the wake of-war a wave 
of outlawry and crime. : 

War is war. It is the nightmare 
of hideoitsness, cruoky;- and des- 
truction. Any vestment of grace 
put upon’ it Is at once both a 
mockery and a danger. Probably 
no wara Were ever embarked upon 
with the- same religious fervour 
and trappings of holy purpose as 
the Crusades that went out from 
Europe In the Middle Ages, Church 
and state united to prench and 
teach the hollnéas of the cause. 


“But it was war, and because it wis 
trucatj 


war, the arnaics went forth to pil- 
Jnge nnd slay, and society suffered 
the inevitable actback. The after- 
math of violence was inevitable. 


A study-of the history of any 
Hnutton following a. great ‘war 
tenches the anme ‘Iecason. The 
Wave of violence and Inwiessness 
that follows the attempted sanctl- 
fication of lawlessness and violence 
is unavoldable. The bandits came 
to dwell In the great cities of the 
world, ; : 

The lesson of righting wrongs 
hy force und bloodshed hay been 
well taught. When men saw patent 
wrongs about them, it was natural 
that they should put into effect the 
teachings that. they had Hatened 
to. Some ofthe bandits belleved 
in the rizhtness of thelr cause as 
fully as did those who promulgated 
the propaganda that attempted. to 
make of wara holy and right 
movement. ‘

But, of deeper and more fare 
reaching importance than the 
Weapons was the motivating 
thourht that the war-time traveacy 
of reason gave them: The world 
had given them a theory, that might 
was right, that by cruelty and 
force men could gain desirable 
ends and lasting riches, 

The glorification of the gangster 
und racketeer has been deplored. 
Yot who {a to blame? Surely not 
the youth of the land, who through- 
out his years of education is taught 
to look back to other wars for his 
heroes, who is tnught to glorify 
guns, Whose celebrations are bul 
the reliving of days when legalised 
gangs slew their fellow men to 
uphold: pripciples-that-had-nothing 
to do with force or to take lands 
that, ever remained in doubt ns far 
as right and justice were concern 


ed! 


The parallel is unmistakable and 
throws into bold relief the fallacy 
of any thinking that accepts war 
as rights When we place in the 
thought of impressionable youth 
the theory that might can be right, 
we lay the foundation for a wider

It Is certainly 
more economical to make cakes than 
to buy them ready-made, and one 
has ahs the advantage of knowing 
that only the best ingredients’ are 
used, 
cakes at the same time, and to use 
the oven solely for cake-making, It 
is possible to make a good cake 
aut the same.time that a joint of 
meat is being roasted, but you are 


likely to be much more successful ' 


{f you confine yourself to cnkes 
alone.

DEMOCRACY STILL 
NEEDED 


This troubled world may yet 


‘| be forced to understand that it 


will have to make itself safe for 
democracy before it can carry on 
with the ordinary business of 
living. Democracy has gone out 
of style since the Great War. 
That magnificent war-time slo- 
gan hus become something to 
laugh at—partly because the 
war no longer looks like the holy 
crusade we once thought it, and 
partly because democracy itself 
has ahown more defects than we 
used to think it had. But when 
nll the shams and hypocrisies of 
the war are admitted and all the 
faults of democratic government i 
are reviewed, it is still true that 
democracy does provide a safety 
valve which eases tensions and 
prevents the kind of explosions 
that have been tormenting 
Europe lately. Historians: are 
still arguing about What caused 
the. World War, and the jrgu- 
ment will not be settled for a 
long time to come. One thing, 
however, is very clear; a large 
part of the trouble Avas the 
ceaseless struggle of oppressed 
minorities to win their freedom. 
'Thig struggle centred in the old 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, and 
it touched. off the war, The 
finest thing said during the great 
struggle was that freedom and 
self-determination must be the 
heritage of all peoples if a re- 


‘|petition of. the holocaust was to 


be avoided. But the post-war 
readjustments failed to reach 
this goal. Democracy was. dis- 
carded. Croats, Austrians, Rus- 
sians, Germans, Italians, one 
people after another, were forced, 
into the strait-jacket of auto- 
cratic government, .The ‘result 
has been seen in violence _and 
bloodshed. _In country .after 


‘country the seeret police go about 


smelling out plots and conspira- 
cies. Prisgns are enlarged, execu- 
tions come in an ever-increasing 
crop; and each oné disturbs an 
unstable equilibrium. so danger- 
ously that. people catch thelr 
breath and wonder, “Will: this 
Maybe the 
time, has come for a revival of 
that old war slogan. A world 
made truly safe for democracy 
would. certainly ‘have fewer 
danger spots than the one in 
which we are now living.

‘HIEN 1 enlisted for service 
overseas the .face of my 
country was covered with a_mask 
of placards.

They enalled upon the young men 
of the nation-to enlist in a holy 
caune, to go forth and fight -a 
righteous war.’ : ; 
That these posters were necea- 
sary was an admission’ that ‘over- 
throws all the cynical arguments 
of the so-called realists. When o 
rent .effort ‘ia demanded of the 
people, it always becomes necer- 
sary for those who lead nt the time 
to evoke the deepest and truest 
emotions. Perhaps most of the 
Jondera of the nations belteved 
sincerely in the righteouasncas of 
their causes. Certainly all of them 
were vociferous. And all of them 
recognised that the call they must 
make should go deep and far, 

So it was that war, most hideous 
of earth’s nightmares, was clothed 
with the vestments of a high and 
holy purpose. Or rather, this was 
the attempt. And {fn so doing, 
misguided humanity really tried to 
justify the worst clements in 
humnn nature. Brute force became 
glorified. The winning of atréetches 
of blood-drenched earth at the cost 
of appalling’ human suffering and 
loss were marked on the calendars 
and ‘hailed in the press as days of 
national rejoicing. And in so do- 
ing, humanity waa piling up future 
grief for itself, 

I remember, despite the high 
moral tone of the posters, that 
there was a course of training 
which a man must take to fit him 
for the business of being a soldier. 
I remember, for instance, the train- 
ing ground at Le-Havre, whore we 
received our final drilling before 
departing for the trenches. 1 re- 
member now, ‘like the scenes from 
a nightmare, the nature of that 


training. 


“On the ficld were’ thousands of 
young men who but a few short 
months before had listened to 
teachings of their elders, teach- 
ings calculated to inculcate sound 
principles of honesty, integrity and 
brotherhood. These young, men 
xtood up before the instructors, 
their, boyish fnces eager and shin- 
ing, and were taught the finer 
points of warfare. They were 
shown the waes of the bayonet, of 
hand grenades, machine guns and 
For ‘these were the 
tools of the trade of legalised 
murder, of brute force and ruth- 
lessness. ‘Therefore. the young 
men must be drilled in these 
qualities, a3 well as In the use of 
their chosen weapons, 3 

The citizens of the world sub- 
scribed to this travesty, this shock- 
ing distortion of all that is sound 
and right. Yet there was not one 
of those citizens who would not 


have-risen -up-in-a-veritable flame | 


or indignation if the schools 
swerved in the least from teaching 
xound principles and moral pre- 
cepts. They would not allow any 
tencher to pour into the thoughts 
of young men and women anything 
that would menace the society they 
had built up. But, under the glare 
of the posters and the hideously 
false doctrine they set forth, they 
allowed a system of education that 
necessarily led directly toward a 
harvest of lawleasness and crime. 

For, after all, crime and war are 
inseparable. They are made of the 
same stuff, of false philosophy and 
disordered thinking. | And ¢ hu- 
manity cannot subscribe to one 
without furthering the other.

Because of this, there has always 
followed'in the wake of war a wave 
of outlawry ‘and crime. | i 
War is war, Itis'the nightmare’ 
of hidecouaniess, crucity, and des- 
truction. Any veatmont of grace 
put ‘upon itis at once ‘both 3 
mockery and o danger. Probably 
no Wars were ever embarked upon 
with the same religious fervour 
and trappings of holy purpose as, 
the Crusades that went out from 
Europe in the Middle Ages. Church 
‘and state united to preach ' and 
teuch the holiness of the cause. 


But it was war, and because it was), 


war, the armies went forth to pil- 
lngd and slay, and society suffered 
the inevitable setback. The after- 
math of violence was inevitable. 


A study of the history of any 
nation following ‘a great war 
tenches the same. lesson, The 
wave. of violence and Jawlessness 
that follows the attempted sancti- 
fication of Inwlessncsa and violence 
is unavoidable. The bandits'came 
to dwell in the grent cities of the 
world. x uieer 

The lesson of righting wrongs 
by force and bloodshed has been 
well taught: When men saw patent 
wrongs about them, it was natural 
that they should put into effect the 
teachings that they had Matencd 
to. Some of the bandits belleved 
in the rightness of their cause as 
fully as did those who promulgated 
the propaganda that attempted to 
make of wara holy and right 
movement. 

Tho distance from such gangs to 
those who openly uac the same 
wenpons to prey upon socicty is but 
a atep. For these gangs use brute 
force and’ ruthlessness to gain 
their ends and are not troubled by 
the absence of any cloak of right- 
cousneas:. If more menacing and 
murderous in intent, at least they 
are also morc honest, 

The modern gangaters, direct re- 
sult of the thinking that was the 
World War, took from the war 
those weapons that have made 
them the most ruthless and danger- 
ous foes of society ever known. 
But, of deeper “and more far- 
reaching importance’ - than the 
weapons was the motivating 
thought that the war-time travesty 
of reason gave them. The world 
had given them a theory that might 
was right, that «by cruelly and 
force men could grin -deairable 
ends and Insting riches.
